‘Up on a skyscraper the only way 
T look is toward the ‘center of the 
building, Even if I am hanging on the 
edge of a six-inch rivet, I never let 
my eyes glance downward. 


“On a bridge, it doesn’t make ee 


difference which way an ironworker 
falls. If he falls in, toward the cen- 
ter of the’ bridge, there’s nothing to 
save the fall; and the same condition 
prevails if he falls over the edge. 

“If he falls down while working on 
the business building, the chances are 
ten to one that he will fall in toward 
the center, and_he has a good chance 
of catching a cross beam while going 
down. 

“I fell forty feet that way myself, 
several years ago; and all I got was a 
severe bruising. I was at work the 
next day.

While 
praising the accuracy and audacity of the 
aviators, they concluded that the aeroplane 
was too dependent on weather conditions to 
be altogether reliable for active service in 

The process of air locomotion as a prac- 
tical science has been slow for so speedy a 
century. Too much attention has been given 
to the spectacular gide and not enough to 
its appliance to the actual needs of the peo- 
ple. Since Didier Masson made his historic 
flight from Los Angeles to San Bernardino 
no-aviator has attempted to bring this meth- 
od of delivering newspapers into general use. 
Yet further experiments along these lines 
would have been more useful in hurrying 
on the aircraft era than spiral dips, altitude 
records and hairbreadth escapes front death. 
Mail route by aeroplane has been estab- 
ished between London and Windsor, but, 
| as the cost of the service is prohibitory, we 
may regard it as a scientific wonder, but 
hardly a practical business enterprise. 

No doybt before long some genius, by an 
unexpected and ridiculously simple rear- 
rangement of planes or motive power, or by 
adapting some overlooked law of mechanical 
force or air pressure, will overcome the 
present obstackes and give the final touch 
to airmanship. Then the aeroplane will be 
as distinct an advance on the present appli- 
ance as a big mogu! locomotive is on Steph- 
enson’s “Pufling Billy,” or the Mauretania on 
Fulton's first steamboat. 

When the flying machine ceases to be" 
only a fair-weatner bird, the manufacture of 
aeroplanes will assume the immense pro- 
portions of the automobile business. When 
accident insurance companies are anxious 
to write policies for aviators—and cut each 
others’ prices to obtain the business, then 
the system of aviation may be set down as 
being perfect. Not wonderful, but the 
useful, fixes the real of every new. in- 
vention.

They Have a Speedy Way of Bring~ 
ing Forcigners to Their Own

[Canton Correspondence Chicago 
Tribune:] The Chinese are not In- 
dians. It does not pay to kick a Chi- 
nese to death. A German lodging at 
a Chinese hotel kicked his ric w

back, a Chinese policeman hurried to 
the scene, and the German was obliged 
to run for his life to the hotel, which 
was almost demolished by the mob, 
mob, which undoubtedly would have 
destroyed the hotel in the attempt to 


get at the> German had not a large 
body of soldiers appearetl on the 
scene. 


There was & little flurry two years 
azo well worth pondering over, for it 
gives us a look far into Chinese char- 
acter, It appears that a certain Chi- 
nese “passed away” on the British 
steamer Fat Shan, between Hongkong 
and Canton. The Chinese passengé@rs 
asserted that he was kicked to death 
by a Portuguese ticket collector. There 
was a hearing before the British Con- 
sul. The accused was acquitted as be- 
ing in no way responsible. 

It does seem likely that the Portu- 
guese- deserved acquittal, because 
there. were 600 Chinese aboard the 
ship at the time, and the row that 
would have followed real violence 
would have been awful. Furthernrore 
a few hundred alleged rebels were be- 
headed subsequintly. 

But the Self-Government society 
took the matter up. They instituted a 
boycott against all the steamers of that 
line. Whereupon the Viceroy forbade 
the movement, which at once sub- 
sided. The Self-Government society 
thereupon transferred its agitation to. 
Hongkong, and the company began to 
lose money at the rate of about $2000 
a week. Again the Viceroy was ap- 
pealed to, and his attention called to 
the company’s generous donation of 
nearly $200,000 to Hongkong Univer- 
sity. 

The Viceroy now claimed that the 
ticket collector, being a Portuguese, 
should have been tried by the Portu- 
guese Consul—that the British Consul 
had no jurisdiction. This statement, 
apparently simple enough, roused tre- 
mendous animosity against the Portu- 
ese. The Self-Government society 
held meeting after meeting to de- 
nounce the Portuguese. They finally 
urged a boycott against every foreign 
firm in China employing Portuguese. 
This would have involved every for- 
eign firm ig, China, and naturally 
ealled forth a loud protest from the 
foreign press.
